Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1 - 1 5 are allowed. 

The following is an. examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a charged-particle beam drawing data creation method 
comprising, in addition to other steps recited in the claim, the step of cutting out data from the 
cell pattern in accordance with information of the arrangement data, and creating data of the 
basic drawing region. Claims 2-7 are allowable by virtue of their dependency upon claim 1 . 
Similarly, claim 8 is allowable because the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a charged- 
particle beam exposure apparatus comprising means for cutting out data from a cell pattern in 
accordance with information of the arrangement data, and creating data of the basic drawing 
region. Claims 9-15 are allowable by virtue of their dependency upon claim 8. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. 
Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for
